Illinois Short of Money . 


It appears that Altgeld’s adm inistra­ 
tion of “economy and reform ” has re­ 
sulted in leaving the state without 
money to pay the running ex penses of 
the government. 
An Associated Press 
dispatch from Springfield say s tha t for 
the first time since the adoption of the 
constitution of 1870 the legislature of 
Illinois may be asked to authorize the 
borrowing of money with which to re­ 
plenish the state treasury , which is al­ 
most empty . 
T he consti tution prohibits the state 
administration from borrowing money 
to tide over deficiencies tha t may oc­ 
cur in the revenues without the sanc­ 
tion of the legislature and prohibits 
the general assembly from authorizing 
a loan of more than $250,000 at any one 
time. 


The state was heavily in debt when 
the Republicans took charge in 1856 
but t ha t burden was cleared and the 
state has been free of debt until Alt- 
geld cleaned out the treasury .

There lias Iwr-n m u ch discu ssion am ong 
natu ralists and in « porr-men’s jou rnals 
regarding the ability of the black snake, 
ou r one constrictor, to trav el sw iftly 
amid the branches. 
Ten thou sand m en 
hav e seen the sleek black streak of rope 
accomplish the feat easily . 
Here is hu t 
one incident : 
The black snake's habitat inclu des I lli ­ 
nois. 
Lasalle cou nty is not far north 
of the center of the staff-, and perh aps a 
little west of the center line draw n 
north and sou th. 
There are 
koiup v ery 
good woods in Lasalle cou nty , becau se 
throu gh that cou nty ru n tw o of the 
Mississippi’s tribu taries — the Illinois 
and one of its branches, the V erm ilion. 
Bailey ’s creek is one of the little farm 
land tribu taries of the V erm ilion riv er. 
Along flu acreek are reaches of w oodland, 
or at least* there were aw hile ago. 
In 
those bits of woods— bits as com pared 
w ith M ichigan forests— there are and 
hav e been black snakes, great fellows, 
1 w orthy of their repu tation farther east. 
! This is what happened one day w hen a

1 tops: 
Wandering along cau tiou sly and q u i­ 
etly, looking for a shot on eith er side, 
the young man heard su ddenly an u n ­

above him. He looked u p and saw som e­ 
thing that astonished him. A fox sq u ir­ 
rel— and a fox sq u irrel is the biggest of 
the sq u irrel k ind— was leaping from 
limb to limb, from tri e to tree, in m ortal 
affright, ev idently fleeing from some 
deadly enemy . Glose behind him, c u rv ­ 
ing. tw ining and tw isting, bu t w ith all 
details of its locomotion inv isible from 
below, so sw ift its progress and so easy 
its passing from lim b to lim b a nd tree 
to tree, carne three to fiv e feet of black­ 
ness.

On

The same morning the 
dustman came around, and the p ap er, 
including the editor’s p riceless stories, 
was p laced in large sacks and stmt off to 
the Salv ation Army dep ot. 
The editor’s desp air at discov ering 
the fate of his man uscrip ts may be im ­ 
agined, but he is a man of much deci­ 
sion, and, hav ing learned the p rocess of 
collection, he chartered a hansom, and, 
takin g two assistants with him, set off 
for the Salv ation Army quarters. 
It 
was, of course, imp ossible for the au­ 
thorities there to tell him which hag 
contained the litter. The huge sacks, 40 
in number, which had been collected 
durin g the morning were without any 
mark of identity , an d it was at once ap ­ 
p arent that if tlie man uscrip ts were to 
be recov ered it would be necessary to 
search the entire litter. 
Undismay ed at the p rosp ect, the edi­ 
tor and his assistants took off their coats 
an d went to work. After many hours of 
weary search fiv e cmt of the six were 
ultim ately recov ered.

Tra pping ; T urkey » . 
One of the methods by which wild 
turkey s are taken by n ativ e hunters, as 
described in “ H un tin g and Fishin g In 
Florida,” by Mr. (J. B. Cory , curator of 
the dep artment of ornithology in the 
Field Columbian 
museum, 
Chicago, 
certain ly does little credit to the in telli­ 
gence of the turkey s. 
A p lace is found where turkey s are 
numerous. Corn is scattered about, ami 
if that is eaten, more corn is p laced 
there the nex t day . The birds are fed in 
this manner for a week or two, un til 
tiiey become accustomed to going there 
for food. 
Then small logs are laid, 
forming a square box about 6 or 8 inches 
in height; p ossibly two logH on each 
side, one abov e the other. 
Inside is 
p laced tlie corn, an d the turkey s en ter 
it readily , as the obstruction is not 
sufficient to ex cite their fears. 
The nex t night an other tog is added, 
raisin g the box a little, p erhap s a foot 
or so, and this p rocess goes on un til the 
small logs form a cone shap ed box , n ar­ 
rowing at the top , leav ing an op ening 
p er r ap s a foot or 18 inches wide, by 
wl oh they can en ter at tho top . 
Corn is p laced iu the box , and a few 
kernels leading to it, as usual, and the 
turkey s, moun tin g the last log, drop in 
and eat up the corn. And now they are 
caught. The op ening is so narrow that, 
although a turkey can easily j u m p down 
through it with closed wings, it cannot 
jum p out again w ith its wings sp read.
